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The Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) § 1205.03(B) states: 

When the Office holds the [B]rief to be defective solely due to 
[A]ppellant[s'] failure to provide a summary of the claimed subject matter as 
required by 37 CFR [§] 41.37(c)(l)(v), an entire new [B]rief need not, and 
should not, be filed. Rather, a paper providing a summary of the claimed 
subject matter as required by 37 CFR [§] 41.37(c)(l)(v) will suffice. 
Failure to timely respond to the Office's requirement will result in dismissal 
of the appeal. See MPEP § 1215.04 and § 71 1.02(b).
